A Voice From Dartmouth. 


The address delivered by President Hopkins of Dartmouth 


College to the student body at the opening of the 15'lth. acad 
em.ic year of die institution \yas one to command, attention. 
It 


was a plain talk on cerlain important facts and should make .1 
deep impression upon all who heard it and those who have 
read it. 


President Hopkins has some ideas about colleges and colle.; 


work -which to some may seem new and striking, but what he 
had to say is worthy of the-serious'altentibn of students, par 
cuts and the public generally. 
He has noted,- as have others 


the increasing rush to the colleges and evidently feels that no! 


all of the students enter with the serious purpose by whicl 
they should be prompted! Many of the colleges have had to 
reject applications and it.is the opinion of Preeident Hopkins 
that if'there are to.be rejections the privileges of the colleges 
should be increasingly reserved to the "aristocracy of brains.' 
That is, he would admit students of serious purpose, yoiiiii; 
men determined to make (he most of iheir opportunities, anc 
close the doors, so far as it is necessary fo close them, against 
applicants who help to swell the numbers of those who go to 
college because it is fashionable, and who desire to possess- a 
diploma, with slight regard a.s}o. how it is obtained.'Thai (here 
are many students of this kind is well known, and by none 
better than by the college authorities. 


And other matters were touched .upon by this eminent edu- 


cator. ' He showed (hat he is awake to (he dangers of propa- 
ganda, which gained such a focUhold during the war that it 
threatens to cling like a barnacle.^ "There could be no more 
genuine consecration to the principle of the search for Iruth 
than in militant opposition to and repudiation of this spirit,'1 


he said, "whether it emanate,from.the manufacturers' asso- 
ciation, the offices of organized labor, the editor's column, the 
preacher's pulpit or the college officer's desk. The principle 
and method are invariably wrong, however worthy may be 
the motive."

So far as college'attendance is concerned President Hopkins 


feels that when.tll'ere'.are. more students than can be accommo- 
dated the privilege should be reserved for those disposed to 
make the best us.of what the colleges have to offer. He would 
not-have restrictions .based on the-"accident of birth,".but 
would hold the doors.^open to young men earnestly seeking a 
higher education and ready to do (heir part toward attaining it. 


The colleges are doing splendid work, but they have not yet 


reached the point where they can educate a man against his 
will or,in the absence of reasonable co-operation on.his part. 
But miuly young men manage to "squeeze through" and 
"graduate" with an idea thai.a diplomats all'thai is necessary 
to success in life. 
It'is not, and the business and professional 


world is finding it out. The editor of a prominent newspaper 
Said only a few days ago in discussing this-subject with friends 
that there was a time when he thought only college men would 
do for positions on his paper, but that he had been forced to 
change his mind, and that in some instances he had obtained 
belter, results from youifg men taken out 'of factories. 
This, 


lie admitted, is not the fault of the colleges, but of'the students 
who fail to improve their opportunities.
